‘Mr. W. M. Hunter” evidently de- 
cided that he could ‘not wait for 
the convenience of “B.B.” At the 
time of the robbery near Witten- 
berg, Kennedy appears to have had 
ofily one companion, Harvey Logan, 

d Logan also was killed by the 
inspectors who waylaid the two rob- 
bers as they carried a stolen pouch 
of registered mail from the mail 
car toward their automobile. 

‘Postoffice Inspectors Floyd Ellort 
and Roy North, who were fin the 
party that killed Kennedy and Lo- 
gan, had been working on the 
Vanndale robbery since it occurred. 
They learned that a man, believed 
by them to have been Cutcher, over- 
heard a conversation at Wynne he- 
tween the express messenger and the 
local agent, in which the “through 
safe’’ was méntioned. This is be- 
lieved to have occasioned the rob- 
bers’ belief that large sums of money 
were carried on the train, although 
o:ficers said afterward such was not 
the case. 

After the robbery at Vanndale. 
when Sheriff Martin was forming a 
posse to go after the robbers, Cutch- 
er is reported to have offered him 
the loan of his “big rifle.”’ One of 
the robbers had a high-power rifle.
